QUESTION Of NEGRO SUFFRAGE. 

The United States Supreme Court 
rendered a ruling Monday in the case 
ef Jackson W. Giles vs. the registration 
board of Montgomery County, Alaba- 
ma, sustaining the deotsion of the 
United States Circuit Court recently 
made. The opinion may be of vast 
and far reaching import to the future 
political conditions in our country. 
‘The gatieg wasto the effect that the 
Government at large has nothing what 
ever todo with disfranchising the negro 
in theBouth and that the matter rested 
entirely in the hands of the State 
officials. 

Giles, a negro resident of Montgom- 
ery county, Alabama, was not permit ed 
to vote at the last county election. He 
filed euit against the registration 
board of the county and the Circuit 
Court judges ruled they had nothing 
to do with the matter, as it was out of 
their jurisdiction. Giles’ counsel de- 
cided to take the matter before the 
highest tribunal in the United States 


and asked for a ruling in the Supreme 
Court. 


Justice Holmes, who delivered the 
opinion, said that for the court to in 
terfere would be unbeard of relief in 
cases presenting only political ques 
tions. 


According to this decision it is under 
stood that every State in the Union can 
disfranchise the negro and keep him 
from voting. The roling is consequent- 
ly of the utmost importance. 

Justice Holmes’ written opinion was 
not made public, bat he made quite an 
extended statement from the bench, 
recitang at some length Giles’ petition, 
in which Giles claimed to peak not 
alone for himself, but for 5,000 other 
*negro adults of Montgomery county, 
who, be said, would be disfranchised as 
a result of the enforcement of the suf 
frage provisions of the State Constitu- 
bion of 1901. The pase had been dis 
missed below for want of jurisdiction, 
but Justice Holmes said a majority of 
the court was of the opinion that the 
Supreme Court should not confine it 
self to the question of jurisdiction, but 
should consider the case on its merits 

He then announced that it would be 
impossible to grant the rell, f asked. 
He pointed out that while Giles is con- 
tending that the franchise system of 
Alabama isa fraud, he declares his 
Competency as a voter und- r it, and 
closed by saying that it was beyond the 


power of a court of equity to grant the 
petition. 
LARGE IMMIGRATION. 

Immigration figures for the fiscal 
yeer 1008 seem likely to surpass those 
of amy preceding year except 1883. The 
figures of the Bureau of Immigration 
furnished to the Bureau of Statistics 
for its monthly publication, Commerce 
end Finance, show that the total immi- 
gration into the United States for the 
9 months ending with March 1908 was 
404,486, against 870,075 for the corres 
pondiog months of last yor. This 
makes it almost certain that the total 
immigration into the United States for 
the fiscal year which ends 60 days hence 
will exoeed that of any preceeding 
year except 1683, in which the total 
wee 766,003. 

Italy supplied the largest number of 
immigrants in the ® months ending 
with March last, the total from Italy 
(iscluding Sicily and Sardinia) being 
199,800, The next largest number con 
sidered by nationality was from Aus 
iris Hungary, 198,904; and third in 
tank, Russia (including Finland), 61, 
881. Sweden ranked fourth.

15,105; Ragtend, 14,691; Norway, 11,816 
ead Romania, 7,858.

A closet 
skeleton revealed to public view is to 
their eyes a king in purple and gold. 

Being always in quest of wickedness, 
such persons come to have no charity 
atall for those of mankind who walk 
straight paths, A boy once found a coin 
in the road. Ever afterwards he went 
along with bowed head, looking for 
money. So these of whom I write having 
discovered a few instances of sin in the 
world around them are always suspic- 
ious of their fellow men. They come to 
believe that there is no such thing as 
positive goodness. If he were not afraid 
of being exposed, every man would be 
bad. Many are practicing secret iniquity 
Their freedom from vice is only seem- 
ing—the outward white robe that 
covers leprous fiesh and a decaying 
heart. 


Without doubt there is very much to 
be deplored on the earth. Human sin is 
an ugly, loathsome fact. It stares us 
ever in the face. But to indulge in harsh 
criticism of the larger partof mankind 
on that account is to open ourselves to 
judgement. When 1 hear one say that 
faithfulness in the marriage relation is 
of extremely low percentage, I am apt 
to discount that one's own fidelity, 
When I am told that there are but few 
honest men in business, I am inclined 
to be careful in my dealing with the 
informant. When it is said to me that 
men and women are largely veneered 
with finenees of character, I feel like 
testing the solidity of those who make 
the statement. One of the most impress- 
ive talks on temperance that I ever 


heard came from the lips of a drunken 
man. 


We cannot, indeed, be too guarded 
in our speech. Loose tongues are 
oharged with dynamite. They carry 
upon them more poison than can be 
secreted behind the fangs of a rattle- 
snake or a cobra. A cage of living 
lions and tigers isa eafer place to be 
than a dwelling among those who 
utter thoughtless words. Gossip is the 
mother of many woes.

In some cases harsh criticisms are 
passed because of inability to use the 
faculty of comparison.

They 
haye no mental ecales with which to 
weigh matters that require weighing; 
or having them, they have allowed 
them to rust. Meting two or three 
intoxicated men in the street, they at 
once jump to the cofclusion that in- 
temperance ıs greatly on the increase; 
and they so express themselves. Read- 
ing in the papers of a dern murders, 
although each one was committed far 
distant from the other, all of them 
baving taken place overa wide tract 
of country, these persons vehemently 
declare that the world is bastening 
fast tothe goal of bell. Having per- 
sonal knowledge of a m rried pair false 
to the vows of tbe nuptial altar, they 
speak disparagingly of wedlock. Their 
tongues are made of pumice stone. 
They rub and scrape into a running 
sore every subject upon which they 
give an opinion. 

There is no harm in bavioga little of 
the critic in one’s composition. A large 
cultivation of that faculty, however, is 
to be strenuously avoided. When crit- 
iciem swells into harshness, overgrow- 
ing one's mghteous jadgment, and 
crowding it out of being, it becomes a 
tool of Satan. That personage of false- 
hood wants no better instrument of 
evil than a morally cancerous tongue, 

A woman went once to ber priest in 
the confessional, and told the priest 
that she had spoken Io her neigh- 
bors. The priest handed hera thistle- 
top, bidding her take it and scatter its 
seeds over a feld. She did as he di- 
rected, and then came back to the con- 
fessional.

What I.K. Fetch Said About Scientific 

Feeding Tweaty-fve Years Ago. 

In these days of balanced rations and 
scientifc feeding the following, from 
the pen of I. K. Felch and published 
as early as 1877, will be appreciated: 

“A few words upon the use of the 
several condiments advertised for fowls 
or egg production may not prove amiss 
in this work. 

“In most cases, where these condi- 
ments are needed, the breeder is trou- 
bled to obtain a variety of food for his 
flock. We have demonstrated the ne- 
cessity of the dally use of flesh, vege- 
table and grain food, and where the 
meat and vegetable elements are lack- 
ing their constituent parts bave to be 
supplied in a concentrated form. Thus 
sulphur and iron become a necessity, 
and want of time to supply in their 
natural form all the elements of food 
that are necessary has caused a large 
demand for these specific foods and 
condiments for fowls. Therefore a 
word of direction for their use will 
prove an advantage. 

“Of the many kinds now in use it is 
safe to say that in all are found nearly 
the same ingredients, the quantity of 
each in the compounding being the 
greatest difference in them. These 
condiments and egg foods should be 
carefully administered. 

“No general rule can be followed. 
One should begin with less than di- 
rected and Increase the quanti til 
the desired result is accomplished. 

“We have, in testing some of the egg 
foods, given them as directed and 
forced some of the fowls to lay three 
soft shelled eggs in a single night, two 
hens side by side producing five such 
eggs in a night. It is evident, then, 
that in such cases the food becomes 
abortive. 

“Breeding fowls should not be al- 
lowed to lay more than 100 eggs in the 
six months termed the breeding period, 
and if they are to be found falling off 
from that ratio the food may be used to 
stimulate them to a natural production, 
or overfat fowls may be induced to 
lay more freely by Its use and their fat 
reduced to some purpose. 

“Fowls kept to produce eggs for the 
market may be fed upon this food more 
freely until they are forced up to their 
full constitutional Limit, and when 
molting time comes they may be killed 
and marketed for poultry. Birds thus 
forced will generally molt slowly and 
fall to lay till the following spring, 
which would make it more profitable to 
replace them with young stock that 
will stand the use of the food and pay 
a profit on its use.” g 


The Peafowl. 

Like the guinea fowl, this bird is 
more for tbe open ground than for con- 
fined space. It bas a wandering tend- 
ency, and its call is harsh. Its great 
attraction is its beauty, of which it is 
needless to speak. It is extremely easy 
to manage, as its wants are few. Pur- 
chase a few chicks and turn them down 
in the grounds where you Intend feed- 
ing them. The poultry food will be 
sufficient for them. Any bouse scraps 
you may give them will be readily par- 
taken of. Feed them regularly and al- 
ways in the same place. 

Peafowl will roost when they can on 
the branches of tall trees or on the 
roofs of bulldings. The hen makes ber 
nest on the ground, preferably in a 
shrubbery or long grass. She will lay 
from six to twelve eggs in April or 
May, sitting well and being an atten- 
tive and careful mother. The nest 
should not be interfered with during 
incubation, which lasts about twenty- 
eight days. Individual birds rary much 
in temper and disposition. Some cocks 
will assist in the care of the young, 
while others will kill them. Some hens 
will look after and shelter the chicks 
of thelr companions, while others, even 
if they do not have u brood of their 
own, will pursue and destroy the young 
ones. One peacock should not be mated 
with more than four hens. The peacock 
is not fully matured in full plumage till 
the thifd year. He is rather a misera- 
ble looking creature while molting.—A. 
V. Meersch lu Poultry Success. 


Fatteniag Geese. 

The following method in fattening is 
adopted by the English goose farmer: 
Geese in good condition should be shut 
up in a quiet place, shaded from light, 
where they cannot see other geese at 
liberty, and should be kept there from 
twenty to twenty-five days. It is bene- 
ficial to let them out for about fifteen 
to thirty minutes the frst thing in the 
morning and again in the evening be- 
fore dusk. The meals they get should 
be nutritious, and a mixture of barley 
meal, wheat meal, a little cornmeal 
and boiled potatoes given warm twice 
a day is good. About the last ten or 
twelve days it is advisable to mix a lit- 
tle finely chopped rough fat with the 
meal. This has the effect of plumping 
them up, rendering their Gesh much 
more palatable. A trough of clean 
water should be supplied the birde 
after the evening meal. 


Tee Mech Orase. 

It is the custom of many farmers to 
give their gerse nothing but grass be 
fore they are put on the stubble felda, 
says D. White in Poultry. in conse 
quence of this when Arst put out they 
are very thin, but it is a great mistake 
after the stubble has been cleared to 
return them to that diet, for they will 
lose almost ns much in weight as they 
have previously gained. After the corn 
has been cleared from the stubble 
flelds the gocse should be given a feed 
of corn once a day to keep them in good 
condition.

In or 
der to secure evidence for this theory 
he got his wife tọ awaken him when- 
ever she heard him talking in bis 
sleep.

Next he induced his wife to awaken 
him when he appeared to be sleeping 
peacefully, using various methods to 
do so.

Smuggier Alarm Boundary Line. 

The Italian government has erected 
along the Swiss-Itallan frontier many 
miles of metallic netting, hung with 
bells. The object is to prevent contra- 
bandists sending over the frontier dogs 
and other animals loaded with dutia- 
ble goods, a plan that has proved prof- 
itable to smugglers in the past, as it 
was carried on mainly when guards 
could not see. The dogs are trained 
to carry their loads to the accomplices 
of the smugglers on the other side of 
the line. The netting has not yet been 
carried the entire length of the fron- 
tier, but will soon be completed. No 
one can climb over it, says the Spring- 
field Republican, as the bells would 
give warning of such an attempt. The 
height is thought to be too great for 
parcels to be thrown over. Experi- 
ments have proved that the cost of 
this netting will be fully covered by 
the extra duties obtained from persons 
who would otherwise escape.

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the preacher shows by argument and 
illustration the folly and danger of 
writing letters when the mind is in- 
fluenced by anger or otherwise so ex- 
cited and disturbed as to obscure the 
rational judgment. The text is Daniel 
vi, & “Now, O king, establish the de- 
cree, and sign the writing, that it be 
Hot changed.” 

King Darius was about to be caught 
in a trap. The jealous state officers, 
who had long been plotting against the 
young prime minister, had at last 
found a way in which they thought 
they could destroy him. “Aha!” they 
chuckled. “We will make the king sign 
this young upstart’s death warrant. 
He will not know that he is doing it. 
We shall play upon our royal master’s 
vanity and ask him to send forth a 
public letter and sign it, so that the 
decree cannot be changed.” 

This public letter, or proclamation, 
was a singular document. It was dex- 
terously devised to exalt the king’s su- 
premacy and was well calculated to 
please an oriental despot by making 
him appear to bis subjects as the ex- 
clusive source of all good. It prohib- 
ited every subject making any request 
of God or man, save to the king only, 
for a period of thirty days. These plot- 
ters knew that Daniel was in the habit 
of praying to God every day, and they 
were sure that be would continue to do 
go in spite of the king’s proclamation. 
He would thus become an offender 
against the law and would incur the 
penalty, which was to be cast into the 
den of the lions. “Now,” they would 
say when the king signed the paper, 
“we shall destroy that prime minister. 
We could not do it by the sword, but 
we shall do it by the king’s impulsive 
pen.” Their plot operated as they ex- 
pected, and Daniel was thrown into 
the den of lions. We know how the 
king lamented signing the letter, but 
how powerless be was to recall his sig- 
nature. 

How many people bave had similar 
cause for regret! How often words 
written under a hasty impulse have 
recoiled on the writer! Spoken words 
may be forgotten, but written words 
do not change They may be used to 
condemn the writer long years after 
they were written; aye. after be him- 
self is dead. p 

Never write an important letter until 
you have had plenty of time to think 
it over. Foolish would be that lawyer 
who would quickly give a decision 
upon any Important matter, After 
hearing all the statements of his client 
the wise lawyer says: “Wait until to- 
morrow, or next week. and I will tell 
you what I believe you ought to do. 1 
do not wish to answer you without con- 
sideration. I wish to think this mat- 
ter over very carefully.” A prominent 
lawyer of the west once told me that 
when be was preparing a case for court 
he spent one half bis time thinking of 
the arguments which his opponent 
might present and then a great part of 
the other half planning bow to refute 
them. And yet the strange fact ls that 
men and women often, in the moments 
of greatest mental excitement, will sit 
down and dash off a letter upon the 
most important of subjects; without 
giving the brain time to cool or the bal- 
last of Judgment to settle down in the 
right equilibrium they will hastily com- 
mit words to paper which will decide 
their whole earthly and perhaps their 
heavenly destiny. 

if Me Bad Stepped to Think. 

Do you suppose King Darius would 
bave sent forth that decree, or public 
letter, which condemned his premier, 
Daniel, to the Mons’ den if he had 
only stopped to think? Supposing the 
king after he had written that public 
decree had placed it under his pillow 
and slept upon it, what would have 
been the result? Would he not natu- 
rally bare scented a fatal conspiracy 
im that request? And, my brother, if 
you had only waited one or two days 
before you sent that important letter 
which did you so much harm would 
you have sent it? Would you not have 
destroyed it? After proper refec- 
tion would you not have done exactly 
the same as Edwin M. Stanton did un- 
der similar provocation? One day some- 
thing went wrong in the war depart- 
ment. Edwin M. Stanton, with his 
mind burning et white beat, imme 
diately sat down and wrote a most 
vehement denunciation. As soon as be 
had written it be took the letter over 
to the White House and read it to the 


until the reader was through. Then he 
gently said: Stanton. that is a fine let- 
ter. That is the strongest letter I have 
ever known you to-write. Everything 
penned in that letter is absolutely true. 
But I would not send it today. I do 
not believe lu sending anything impor- 
tant like that quickly. Take that let- 
ter bome-and lock it up in your safe 
and let your brain cool. Then at the 
end of a week take it out and read it 
again. Then, if you think best, 1 will 
sign it and send it out over my own 

In lees than one week the 
overheated volcano of Edwin M. Stap 
tome brain had cooled. Stanton’s com- 
mon sense came back, He saw the 
sending of that letter would be an 
egregious error, He took it out from 
the safe ouly long enough to throw it 
into the fre. | commend the example 
to you, my friend. When you write an 
Important letter, lay it aside for awhile 
until you have bad an opportunity for 
mature consideration. 

Never write am important letter 
which you would net be willing for the 
whole world to see, Many statements 
Mat are perfectly propeb.and rightly 
understood by these who know us will 
bot be rightly construed if placed be 
fore the eyes of the world at large 
There are many ts thet I might 
write to a friend or a brother which 
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An Aâmirais Mistake. 

Pertinent illustration; Some years 
ago an admiral of the United States 
navy was being bitterly assalled by 
his enemies, who took from the private 
‘war files a certain letter. In that let 
ter he had discussed the principles 
which, in his opinion, should govern 
promotion in the navy and had insisted 
that courage alone did not qualify a 
man to be a commanding officer. Re 
minding the government how often, as 
in the case of the Franco-Prussian war 
of 1870, an act of discourtesy had pre- 
cipated a conflict, he pointed out 
that a brave officer Iacking education, 
training and diplomatic tact might in- 
volve the nation in serious difficulties. 
It was therefore wise in making pro- 
motions to consider the character and 
antecedents of the man. The admi- 
rules advice was sound, but his letter 
was published at a time when there 
were other questions relating to his 
own record under discussion, and it 
crented a prejudice against him which 
conduced to the premature termination 
of a brilliant career. 

Our political history furnishes a still 
more impressive illustration. A series 
of letters written by a prominent 
statesman were secretly copied from 
the business files of the man who re- 
ceived. them and were published to the 
world at u crisis of that statesman’s 
career, just at the moment when bis 
rivala were interested in having the 
public put the worst construction upon 
them. They were misconstrued and 
misrepresented and resulted, twenty 
years ago, in the annihilation of the 
writer's political aspirations. Perti- 
nent illustration the third: The impul- 
sive letter written by George Washing- 
ton's most intimate personal friend in 
the army, Colonel Joseph Reed, to Gen- 
eral Charles Lee. That letter practical- 
ly destroyed Joseph Reed's whole fu- 
ture career. My brother, with such 
examples before you, ask yourself if 
you can afford to write any letter which 
will not bear the test of wholesale pub- 
liclty. However sure you may be of 
your letters being safely delivered to 
your correspondent, who will rightly 
understand them, do not forget that in 
the changes of life they may fall into 
the hands of malicious and hostile per- 
sons. 

Furthermore, you should not write a 
letter which cannot be rightly read by 
the whole world at large, because you 
do not know how soon the friend to 
whom you have written may become 
your enemy. Oh. how easy it is to 
snap the ties of friendship which bind 
human heart to human heart. Broth- 
ers who once slept in-the same cradle 
and played in the same nursery and 
were the subjects of the same prayers 
can become so bitter in their hatred 
that they will even fight a mortal com- 
bat over their parents’ graves. Friends 
who once loved as a Joygatban and a 
David may come to hate each other as 
Cain hated his brother Abel. Then the 
friend who has now become the enemy 
will nearly always try to destroy you 
by the evidence of the unguarded let- 
ters which you have written In times 
of love. 

Whee Friend Turns Upon Friend, 

My father used to impress this 
thought upon me by the recollections 
of an awful night which be passed in 
an ordeal of indescribable borrors. A 
very neut and dear rieative of his was 
his intimate associate for many years. 
They were to each other as intimate as 
brothers. They confided in each otber 
everything. Time passed on. and there 
was n rupture. The friendship was 
broken. What did that relative do? 
He immediately took all the letters 
which my father bad written and hand- 
ed them over to the newspapers for 
publication. The night that my father 
heard of the despicable act. as be has 
often told me, was the most awful 
night of bis whole life. He knew that 
he had done no wrong, but he was 
afraid that in a confidential corre- 
spondence of many years be might 
have written somethlug which In the 
eyes of the world might be imprudent. 
All that night he tramped the floor. 
When the first ray of daylight told that 
the dawn was near, he went out to buy 
the morning newspaper which contained 
the published private correspondence, 
He read these publisbed letters in the 
street. When he returned, the first words 
be said to mother were: “Thank God, 
there is nothing compromising that 1 
have written! Thank God! Thank 
God!" That is not the only illustration 
which might be given where a friend 
has turned upon a friend. Then, my 
brother, to either friend or foe alike 
never write anything which may some 
day not be able to stand the test ef 
the public print. 

Kever write a letter with a vengeful 
pen, dipped into an ink well ülled with 
hatred. When one has been unjustly 
attacked, it ls very easy for an fo 
jured man to say: “I wish 1 could see 
that man. I wish I could give bim a 
good piece of my mind. I wish I could 
tell him in plain. blunt language what 
I think of him and his actions As T 
cannot see him. I will just eit down 
and write him a letter.” Then he basti 
ly alte down and writes a Demosthe 
nian philippic. Vituperations and de 
nunctations, contemptuous excoriation, 
stinging ironies, bitter epigram: and 
whole verbal avalanches of invective 
are gathered together upon the letter 
sheet at the pen's touch. Then be 
tushes away to the post office and 
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blow that sounds like a foundry in 
full blast. Then he goes home, saying 
to himself: There, I have relieved my - 
self of that matter. I have told that 
wan just what I think of him and his 
actions. If he should ever repeat the 
offense, I shall not only write to him 
another letter, but I shall expose his 
actions to his employers, his wife, chil- 
Gren and to the public at large.” 

The Revengetal Letter. 

Now, my friend, in one sense it may 
ease your mind to write a revengeful 
letter, but what good does such a letter 
do? Does it make your enemy feel 
any kinder or more gentle to you? 
Does such a letter ever make a man 
feel any kinder or more gentle to the 
great world at large? Have you made 
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the otner not. But when the king of- 
fered to his guest a cup he (the king) 
by mistake. took and drank the pol- 
soned cup. Like the king, is it not al- 
ways the case when a man writes a 
purely revengeful letter that be is hurt 
more in the sending than the enemy is 
in the receiving? Did not the officers 
of state prepare their own death war- 
rant when they persuaded Darius to 
send Torth the public decree by which 
they hoped to destroy the prime min- 
later? 

Never write a letter without realis- 
ing that in it you have the mightiest 
opportunities. of testifying for Jesus 
Christ. We have all studied the far- 
reaching effect in a literary sense of 
letter writing. The private corre- 
spondence between individuals fills 
some of the brightest and the most 
interesting books of literature. The 
love letters of Elizabeth Barrett and 
Robert Browning, the tender words 
which were sent east and west across 
the Atlantic ocean when Thomas Car- 
lyle, the mighty sage of English let- 
ters, and Ralph Waldo Emerson, the 
gentle sage of Concord, corresponded; 
the letters of Robert Louls Stevenson 
to his friends, scattered all over the 
world; the letters of Cicero and of the 
younger Pliny, letters of Julius Cesar 
to the Emperor Constantine und letters 
of Sidonius Apollinaris—these letters 
ure the more fascinating because, Uke 
the mountain streams: they sparkle 
under the overhanging evergreens of 
the affections. They were murmur- 
ing for the most part Into the ears of 
only one nightingale and moistening 
the throat of but one songster or song 
stress. ` 

Many have studied the effect of let- 
ter writing In a political sense. We 
know the power of Samuel Adams’ 
pen in fomenting Revolutionary strife. 
We know that Alexander Hamilton's 
pen, by the power of public letter 
writing, defeated Aarov Burr for the 
gubernatorial chair of New York state 
and caused him to challenge Hamilton 
to a dendly duel. We know how 
George Washington by letter writing 
after his retirement from the presiden- 
tial chair practically directed national 
legislation. We know how the famous 
“Letters of Junius,” written against 
the British ministry, mightily changed 
the reading upon the pages of English 
history. And if we are able to study 
the influence of letter writing in a Ht- 
erary and political sense can we not 
study its influence in a spiritual sense? 

Letters From a Mother. 

Let us first see the spiritual Influence 
of letter writing in your own life. 
Strange to say, you do not remember 
much about your mother’s life. I mean 
as you sit there you have forgotten 
exactly how she looked and the tone of 
her voice. She has been dead many 
years. Then you have forgotten to a 
great extent ber words of advice in the 
home, but you have never forgotten 
her letters, Somebow, after you left 
home, the words which she wrote to 
you made a far greater impression than 
the words which she spoke. If I should 
go into your bome and ask for your 
most valuable collection of papers you 
would in all probability show me a 
collection of old yellow letters. They 
were written by ber band, You have 
read them over and over again. Some 
of those letters are stained as though 
the children had spattered water upon 
them. They are stained with your 
tears as well as perhaps with bers. 
The gospel advice lu those letters 
which you were able to read In the 
quietude of your own room ls today 
the sweetest lesson that your mother 
ever taught. What bas been true in 
reference to your life is also true in 
mine. The grentest ason that my fa- 
ther taught me was nat by the lip, but 
with the pen. Though | bad lived 
with him for eighteen years he never 
so overwhelmingly affected me as on 
the day | left for college. He placed 
in my hand a letter. He told me to 
read it in the train. In this letter, on 
one half sheet of paper, he wrote these 
words: “In college you will find two 
groups: Group the first, boys who go 
to college because their fathers send 
them there. Boys who drink and 
smoke and who cheat at their examina- 
tions. Fallure. Group the second, 
boys who go to college to prepare for 
life's struggle; boys who study hard 
and go to church and the prayer meet- 
Ing, especially the prayer meeting. Suc- 
cess. “Them that honor me, | will bon- 
er. And they that despise me shall be 
lightly esteemed.’" That was all he 
wrote, bot those written words, far 
more than any spoken words my father 
ever uttered, burned themselves into 
my innermost being. That letter of his 
Mustrated the power of a spiritual pen, 
wielded tn a Christian home. 

But why circumscribe this thought 
Ain. . wr A Wfl.. ür RE 
is en (everywhere that it has been 
tried. To what could Maltbie Bab 
cock wonderful spiritual influence be 
mostly attributed? He was: without 
Goubt one of the most successful min- 
isters in the American pulpit at the 
time of his death. To his marvelous 
and yet simple eloquence, which Sun- 
Gay after Bunday crowded the famous 
Brick church of New York city to the 
doors? No, not chiefly. To his sweet 
and winsome personality in personal 
contact? No, not principally. The 
greatest part of bis Influence was won 
by the power of personal letter writ- 
ing. One of his old classmates and 
most intimate friends told me that Dr. 
Babcock never let a member of his 
congregation get out of his reach. He 
kept a book filled with dates. On the 
Dirthdays of his boys at college he 
woold drop them each a short letter, 
telling them to improve their oppor- 
tunities and how much their parents 
and pastor were thinking and praying 
for them. On the sad anniversary of 
the death of children he would drop s 
sympathetic note to the broken hearted 
parents, telling them how thankful 
they ought to be that their little ones 
have now been able to spend one or 
two years in heaven, telling them bow 


of faith in Christ had been a happy 
. In this way Dr. Babcock reached 
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consecrate your pen to do for Jesus 
what you can? Will you not conse- 
erate the pen as well as the voice and 
the sense of touch? Remember, Paul's 
epistles were only Paul's gospel letters, 
written to his absent friends. We by 
the power of gospel letter writing can 
accomplish on a smaller scale what the 
tired traveling missionary by his pen 
did on a hemispheric scale. 
Influence of a Gospel Pen. 

Oh, the infinite influence of a gospel 
pen! Infinite in reference to time! 
Some of us huve seen the Assyrian 
histories written upon the slabs of 
burnt brick by pens thousands upon 
thousands of years ago. We have seen 
leaves of grass upon which the Greeks 
used to engrave their laws, and the 
shoulder blades of a dead sheep's skel- 

upon which the ancient Arabs 

to write poetry. The sides of the 
Egyptian obelisks are covered with 
hieroglyphics of the ancients. The 
first pen wielded by man was a chisel, 
and the first leaf was a sheet of solid 
rock. But, though such writings may 
last hundreds and thousands of years, 
yet they will not last as long as the 
gospel words written upon the human 
heart by a gospel pen. Such words 
shall last long after this earth is dead 
and our souls have passed cycles of 
eternity in heaven. Infinite in refer- 
enee to wonders accomplished! In our 
national museums some of us have 
seen pens worth a thousand times 
more than their weight in gold. They 
are the pens that have been held in 


Wie bands of presidents and kings— 
digs 


ers of peace or of war, pens of libera- 
tion or enslavement, pens which decid- 
ed the material advancement or re- 
tardment of nations, But the sacred 
pen of gospel letter writing may be 
even greater in its farreaching results. 
It may be the means for the liberation 
of immortal soula from sin, for their 
coronation in the heaveply redemption. 

Thus, in closing, I would impress up- 
on you all the influence of a consecrat- 
ed pen. May you learn to use for God 
aright that pen which as a schoolboy 
you once held in your chubby fingers 
when it would sputter and twist and 
try to squirm out of your hands. Use 
aright that pen by which as a young 
man you used to record the secrets of 
your heart when the old, old story of 
love became a new story to you in the 
springtime. Learn to use aright for 
Christ that same pen with which you 
have again and again written a name 
upon a black bordered envelope. Use 
aright that pen with which you made 
a last will and testament, and use 
aright that pen with which you can 
win immortal souls to Jesus Christ in 
the gospel invitation of private corre 
spondence,

Perpetual Motion. 

It is the cornerstone of modern phys- 
les that perpetual motion in the sense 
in which it was sought by the old phi- 
losophers cannot exist. An unfailing 
original source of energy is a contra- 
diction in terms, since energy can only 
be transferred, not created. This being 
trne, physicists have lately been put at 
their wits’ ends to explain the newly 
discovered phenomena of “radio activ- 
ity." In which certain rare metals con- 
tinuously give off rays much resem- 
bling the Roentgen radiation tn thelr 
properties. The energy of this radiation 
is sufficient, estimated in beat units, to 
melt in a year's time a layer of ice one- 
sixtieth of an inch thick above the ra- 
diating area. This is not much; but, 
such as it is, it has been given off for 
millions of years without apparent 
change in the emitting substance. It 
can hardly be said that thisphenomenon 
has yet been satisfactorily accounted 
for, Some authorities believe that the 
energy of the radiation does not really 
come from the radiating substance, but 
is derived by it from outside in some 
way. Others think that there is an 
alteration in the active substance 80 
slight that it cannot be detected and 
that in time the radiation will cease.—

QUESTION OF ROADS. 


Mr. Perry Has Some Valiable Suggestions 
On Practical Construction—Favors 
Macadamizing — Thinks State 


I believe that the 
time has come when the State should, 
in connection with the work to be done 
by the counties, take some more de 
sided action looking. to the improve 
ment in our public highways. The last 
session of the Législature made some 
kind of an attempt to pass what is 
known as the Haman Oyster law, 
which provided for the leasing of the 
oyster bottoms of the Chesapeake for 
oyster planting and spending the pro- 
ceeds from these leases on our public 
roads. The move was all right, but I 
do not believe, even if it had been pass- 
od, that it would have met the case. 
We need some measure that will bring 


more immediate results. I do not think | rl 


the State can afford to wait so long for 
funds for the purpose. Personally, I 
am in favor of the law, and believe that 
the next Legislature should passa bili 
incorporating the principal feature of 
the bill of 1908; but I do not think 
action on the road question should de 
pend upon thisor be delayed by it, as 
the oyster-planting question will prove 
more or less political, and consequently 
remain unsolved for some years to 
come, although it will eventually come 
after the oyster people themselves see 
the necessity of it, which they must do 
sooner or later. 

I have become thoroughly convinced, 
after years of agitation of the question, 
that the counties, unaided, cannot cr 
will not furnih the necessary public 
highways, and that if we ever got any- 
thing like a complete aystom of publio 
roads throughout the State the State 
must contribute largely to this end. I 
do not, however, advocate the paternal 
theory of having the State do itall. I 
believe that the same general plan 
which is now followed in raising money 
for public éducation should be follow- 
ed. I have become convinced that we 
can never have an efficient systèm of 
public highways througbout the State 
till the State provides the material for 
building the roads. Let the coùstiee 
do the work. 

To be explicit: I believe the State 
should buy the granite hills along the 
Susquebanna river and putin plants 
to preparo the tone for building mace 
damized roads, and should own large 
lighters that would carry, say, 1,000 
tons each, and deliver this material 
to the waters edge along the counties, 
there being but few counties of the 
State that could not be reached in this 
manner, and those which could not be 
reached by rail and supplied with stone 
from the western part of the State. If 
the work is to be undertaken we had as 
woll provide to do it right and make it 
no temporary makeshift. I believe that 
the Legislature at ita nextseesion should 
provide means to have the stone pre 
pared and furnished to the counties as 
fast as they could use it, It must be 
remembered thata work of this kind 
cannot be brought to a high state of 
perfection in a sbort time, It requires 
an organization both in the State to 
prepare the material and in the counties 
to utilize it, that cannot be effected in 
aday;one that will spend the money 
most economically. 

When the subject of better roads be 
gan first to be discussed in Wicomico 
county there were those who urged the 
bonding of the county to the extent of 
$100,000 to do the work. We could 
not have made a worse mistake, as the 
more conservative ones pointed out, 
and I was among that number; for 
what kind of an organization had we 
to spend $100,000 economically on an 
enterprise we knew so litte about? 
Wise: counsel prevailed, and the work 
has been carried on in a mach smaller 
way and decidedly more economically, 
+o that Salisbury has now fine shell 
roads running in nearly all directions 
for several miles out; but the use of 
shells is no longer - practicable, nor 
should it be perniitted. In the first 
place, they have beoome Ko costly to 
use for this purpose, and then they 
should be planted to reproduce oysters. 
Much has been said about the use of 
slag for road buillding. I cannot see 
that much practical good can come of 
such experiments, because the supply 
of euch material is too limited. There 
ls an ample supply of stone in the

State, and experience bas proved that 
this is the most economical material 
found so far for road building. I nee 
no reason, therefore, for making these 
miniature experiments, On the other 
hand let the State furnish the stone 
and let the counties build the roads, 
and let them doit in the most approved 
way—no political or half way job, but 
macadamised roads I am sure that 
the people of Wicomico are ready to be 
taxed to do the woek if the State will 
furnish the material, but it is entirely 
impracticable for each county of the 
State to own its quarries and croshing 
machines to prepare the stone, 4 

T think it is entirely unnecessary to 
discuss good roads us an investment for 
the State and counties. Anyone who 
will look into conditions in Wicomico 
county, where shell roads have been ex- 
tended, and learn whatthey were pre- 
viously, will be warrented in the be, 
lief that we can only make mistakes by 
delaying the work or doing it improp 


Fin illy I believes the subject should 
be made an issue at the coning elect- 
ion. It should be intelligently laid be- 
fore the public and intelligently dis- 
cussed, just as the Hgman Oyster law 
should; and while I think the Haman 
Oyster law should be dircussed and * 
Legislature elected that will take action 
and, if the bill is passed, the funds ac- 
or ung from the sou ce he used for 
this purpoer; while, às I say, I am ig 
favor of this, yet I donot think the two 
propositions should be so linked together 
that the defeat of one will carry with it 
the defeat of the other l believe that 
the Btate should provide the money to 
prepare the stone, and, upon the prin- 
cipal that, “the gode lelp those that 
help themselves,” the counties should 
take the material and build the roads. 
Now, as to the methods to be pursued 
by the count es for raising the funds, I 
have no suggestions to make, because I 
think each county can take care of its 
own affairs. THOMAS PERRY, 


Melon Plant Louse. 


From the fact that the melon growers 
of the State have suffered immensely 
in the past from the attacks of the 
melon plant louse, as id many instances 
the melon crop has been reduced one 
half to two thirds in quantity besides 
being greatly impaired in quality, we 
partioularly advise them to be on the 
watol this spring and summer for the 
dest appearance of the insects in their 
patches. The eggs that were deposited 
late last fall on weeds and other plante 
that will afford nourishment in the 
early spring, will hatoh with the return 
of the warm days, the young developing 
into adults winged viperous fomales. 
By means of these winged forms the 
species is transformed from the weed 
patches and other situations to the 
melon fields, where their offspring, 
like their winged mother, continue to 
multiply rapidly by bringing forth 
their young alive. In the meantime 
the winged inscot has left for other 
parts of the patoh to start more oO nee 

Since these melon ephids feed upon a 
large variety of plants, including many 
of our common weeds in addition to 
eucubitous vines, clean cultivation 
will do much to lossen their chances of 
rapid development in the early spring. 

As soon as the young vines get four 
to six leaves, they should be carefully 
and frequently examingd for the lice 
and at the first appearance of the 
winged females, they should be fumi 
gated with carbon bidulphide. This is 
sccomplished by covering the young 
vines with tight boxes or other covers, 
twelve to eighteen inches in diameter, 
the same in length, and introducing 
under each box a vessel containing one 
or more teaspoonsful of carbon bi sul- 
phide. One teaspoonfal should be 
allowed for every cubic foot of space 
under the cover and this will easily kill 
ali the plant ilce in three quarters of 
an hour, though it will de no harm to 
leave the cover in place for an hour, 

A cheap tin cup, aclam shell, a sau 
cer or other open dish will answer to 
hold the carbon bisulphide. This 
chemical isa coloriess volatile liquid 
with a disagreeable odor. Ite vapor le 
heavy and about as inflammable as 
genlone, a spark from acigar or pipe 
being sufficient to ignite it. The vapor 
is also very polsenous to all animal 
life, but no one need fear inhaling 
small quantities of it in the open air, 

Kerosene emulsion at the rate of 15% 
may be applied to the vines in the form 
of a spray against the melon aphis, but 
it must be remembered that the soly- 
tion must hit all the plant lice in order 
to kill them. Any further information 
in regard to treatment for this or any 
other insect pest or plant disease will 
be gladly given by the State Hortioul- 
tural Department, College Park, Md.

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NAMES OF INDIAN YOUTHS. 


Mr, Roosevelt Has Plactd a Check 
Upon an Absurd Practice. 

One reform in the condutt of the In: 
Alan bureau which has been inaugurat- 
td by President Roosevelt will receive 
universal approval. He has recently 
issued an order regarding the names 
given to Indians in schools and on the 
Oficial records. It is well known that 
the nume bestowed upon the Indian on 
his entrance into the vestibule of civili- 
zation is commonly a matter of foolish 
caprice on the part of some agent or 
teacher or other white person. It is a 
common trick to call young Indians at 
school after some famous or notorious 
persons, The struggles of the young 
aborigine are often added to by the 
necessity of bearing through life the 
name of Otto von Bismarck or George 
Francis Train or Belva Lockwood or 
Carrie Nation or some other equally 
well known person. Often the strug- 
gler relapses into barbarism under the 
mere weight of this odious necessity. 

Still other young Indians are bur- 
dened with false and ignorant English 
translations of the names given them 
by their parents, like Dog-That-Jumps 
Around or Hole-In-the-Day (this great 
Indlan's name should really have been 
translated Eclipse) or Old-Man-Afraid- 
of-His-Horses, and so on. With one 
bother and another the young Indian's 
way in civilization is likely to be sert 
ously obstructed by reason of his name, 
And even if he is given a simple and 
reasonable English name it often hap- 
pens that a different surname is given 
to each one of the children of the same 
parents—a process which results in con- 
fusion in matters of inheritance and 
paves the way for much litigation, 

The president now desires that chil- 
dren who enter schools or go upon the 
agents’ rolls shall whenever it is prac- 
ticable preserve as the given names the 
Indian names that have been given 
them, but shall receive as a surname 
the name of their father. This intro- 
duces n. new principle. The Indians 
have never had patronymics. They 
have had matronymics—clan names 
and nily names—but designation has 
seldom run with them in the paternal 
line.—Detroit Free Press,

Chicago, May 3.— The. temptations 
of the legal profession as well as its 
highest opportunities are set side by 
side in vivid contrast in this discourse, 
which bas an interest for all classes, 
The text is I Timothy 1, 8, “The lays ia 
good if a man use it lawfully.” 

Paul had all the mental qualifications 
of a great lawyer. When he stood be- 
fore Felix and as his own advocate 
tore Into pleces the charge made by the 
prosecuting attorney, Tertullus; when 
be argued before King Agrippa until 
the king admitted he was “almost per. 
suaded;” when he pleaded upon Mars 
hill with the jury of Greek scholars 
until at jast even that central seat of 
Athenian culture was shaken to its 
very foundation by his proclamation 
of the “unknown God.“ we find the 
highest development of forensic train- 
ing and legal acumen. As one schooled 
in the law, Paul knew the mighty and 
majestic power ot the law, both spirit- 
ual and temporal. Therefore be lays 
down the broad proposition that law is 
good for the community and that it is 
needed sot only for the vindica of 
the right, but for the of 
wrongdoers, whether the laws that 
they break are human or divine. 

But, though the legal profession offers 
such wonderful opportunities to defend 
the weak and punish the bad, there are 
some cynics who profess to believe 
that an honest lawyer does not exist. 
Sir Hartley Wiliams, a celebrated 
Australian judge, once pessimistically 
commented upon the fact that there 
was a pious lawyer in his circuit who 
used to regularly pray that be might 
get clients. “Imagine,” sald the judge, 
“the insult to the Almighty contained 
in the request that God should stir up 
atrife among the people, foment dis 
cord and promote litigation, just to 
serve the selfish purpose of this pious 
solicitor?” But that cynical comment 
of the learned judge might have been 
entirely wrong. That lawyer might be 
innocent of any desire to foment strife 
and only anxious to have the opportu- 
nity of serving his fellow man and be 
atie to redress the wrongs of some in- 
jured person. 

The noble profession of the iaw is 
often unjustly maligned. Like other 
professions, it has in its ranks um 
worthy men who disgrace it, and there 
is no profession in which trickery and 
Tascality reap se rich a harvest. But 


cause he would be aiding one man te 
deprive another of his rights. Oh, the 
wrongs that are perpetrated by the rich 
and powerful! Oh, bow many there 
are who suffer all their lives at the 
bands of unscrupulous foes! For years 
in the French Bastille was confined a 
state prisoner known as the “Man With 
the Iron Mask.” Hedieiin 1706. This 
Prisoner was supposed by many writ 
ers to have been a twin brother of 
Louis XIV. Ele was confined in bis 
living tomb with aniron mask over his 


story be true, it brands Louis XIV. as 
one of the most stony bearted moesters 
who ever sat upon a throne. Ne mat 
ter what his own rights may. have 


men are trying to deprive their brother 
man of his rights! The lawyer whe 
helps them in their nefarions attempt 
is a partaker with them in their crime. 
I am pot here contending that it is 
wrong for the lawyer to defend a crim» 
mal in court. Rrery man is entitled te 
a fait. trial. Ren the wretch Csok 
goss had bis rights before the jaw, and 
Justice required that tbose rights be 
Protected. A lawyer often Goes a be- 
roic part in defending a criminaf or ia 
Pleading that mercy be shown bim, 
bot there is no herolem—there is only 
shame—in alding a client to cheat or 
defraud another. 

Yet there are a great many lawyers 
who affirm that they have nothing te 
Go with the honesty or dishonesty of a 
cent. All that they must do is to pre 
sent the beet side of a civil suit, and 
then the judge or the Jury will decide 
Whether a cause is just or unjust. If 
n drunkard by his own carelessness 
falls off a moving electric car, they 
will bring suit against the street car 
corporation for $10,000 and net have 
ene quam of conscience. If a distant 
relative by a technical faw can break 
a Will, they will help him do it and di 
vert the money of a rich man into = 
channel where it was never 
ty the testator to go This was the 
way the estate of a famous lawyer 
statesman wae legally stolen. Every 
one who read his will clearly under 
stood what the dead statesman wished 


te have done with bis property. 
Wanted t have dam a great pu

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my mind this sentence; ‘Abe, you are 
pleading for an untruth; Abe, you are 
a dishonest mant John J. Crittenden, 
the great senator, had marvelous pow- 


which has contaminated his whole fu- 
ture by standing up In a literary soci- 
ety to champion a wrong theme. There- 
fore, my legal friend, never under any 
condition become a party to a fraud by 
advocajing in a civil suit the dishonest 
cause of a corrupt client. 

The hongst lawyer never uses false 
means te d for a justifiable cause. 
He never Produces false witnesses to 
an alibi, no matter how much be may 
believe lu the innocence of the defend- 
ant. He-never believes it honest to be 
dishonest or to tell a falsehood, no mat- 
ter how good the cause may be for 
which that falsehood has been told. 


The Lawyer's Many Temptations, 

But, though this may be all true, the 
temptations before honest criminal 
lawyers are very great. Believing in 
the innocence of their clients, they 
khow as no other clase of men how 
many innocent victims have been sent 
to the penitentiary or the gallows 
through an unbreakable chain of false 
circumstantial evidence, In one of our 
large cities.of the east a man was 
aroused one night by a noise. With 
lighted candle and cocked revolver, he 
descended the stairs and was shot 
dead. An ex-convict was arrested and 
charged with the crime, His lawyer 
believed him to be Innocent. He did 
all in his power to save him. He was 
hanged. Some years after the qxecu- 
tion a dying convict confessed to that 
crime and thus proved that an inno- 
cent man had his life choked out by 
false circumstantial evidence. In the 
game way a few years ago a woman 
in the far weet was murdered. »An in- 
nocent man, proved so by later devel- 
opments, was found to have suffered 
for that crime. I once said to the 
warden of Sing Sing penitentiary, 
“Warden, do you believe there are any 
innocent men ip this prison who bave 
been sent here unjustly by circumstan- 
tial evidence?" “Lots of them,” he an- 
swored. “I believe there are lots of 
them.” “Now,” says the honest law- 
yer. 1 believe my client is innocent, 
and yet this false chain of circumstan- 
tial evidence will convict him unless I 
break it. Is it not right to fight fraud 
by fraud? Am I not justified In using 
any means to deliver this Innocent 
man?” in such a crisis the temptation 
is overwhelming to present any evi- 
dence available. even though it is 
known to be false. He argues bimeeif 
into this position because he believes 
be is justified in doing a wrong to win 
a right. 

But, my legal friend, two wrongs 
never make a right. No lawyer in any 
capacity is called upon to lie. A false- 
hood is a falsehood, no matter bow It 
is told. If you believe in Justice, your 
own bands must be clean when they 
touch hers, nor must you contaminate 
your own lips when you would woo her 
to protect the life of your client. If a 
lawyer u willing to lie for a good 
cause, the time will not be very far 
distant when he will be willing to tell 
a falsehood to win a bad cause. 

The righteous lawyer tries to keep 
his client out of litigation if possible. 
That means he does for his client ex- 
actly what the honest doctor would do 
for his patient. The family physician, 
coming to the bedside of an invalid, 
does not say, “How long can I keep 
thie man sick, so I can make as much 
money out of bim as possible?’ He 
mys: “How soon can I make this man 
well? The sooner the better. Better 
for me; better for the patient.” Nel- 
ther does the honest lawyer try to force 
his cent into litigation. He knows 
that often the best way to settle a 
jegai difficulty is outside the court, io- 
stead of Inside. 

Some Illustrations. 

Practica! illustration: A man comes 
to his lawyer and says: “| bavo been 
unjustiy treated, and | want $5,000 
@amages. I want you to bring sult 
tight away.” What does that honest 
lawyer do? He looks all over the de 
talls of the case. Then, if he is con- 
acientious, he says to his client: “My 
rend. you bare suficient grounds for 
damages; but, as your lawyer, | am 
going to advise you as I would my own 
pos. Do not get mixed up in this case 
Guless you must. The lawyers’ fees 
may in the end cost more than you 
would make. Then there ls no telling 
what « jury may do. You might lose 
everything. i would compromise. I 

Wi take what I could eat and let 

rest go. it wilt be cheaper in the 
end. That ls my advice.” This is the 
game kind of advice which John K. 
Porter, for many years the leader of 
the New York bar, once gave to my 
father. My father determined on one 
Geenen to appeal to the courts for 
Modes tion. He had conclusive eri 
Gence to support bis case. He took 
this evidence to Mr. Porter's office and 
pesá it to him. “After reading it, Joho 
X. Porter, as a conscientious lawyer, 
turned and sald: “Dr. Talmage, upon

He is generally cal 
“Golden Rule” Jones, I know nothing 
about Mr. Jones’ private life, nothing 
about his politica, but this I do know— 
the people, the common people of that 
city, belleve that Mr. Jones is their 
friend and ts trying to help them as far 
as is able to do.

At the public ballot 
boxes he received an overwhelming 
majority, his vote being 70 per cent of 
all the votes cast. Why? The people, 
the common people, believed he was 
trying to lighten their burdens instead 
of getting them Into deeper trouble. 
What Is true In reference to politics is 
true in the lawyer's office. One of the 
beat recommendations a lawyer can 
have ls that he always conscientiously 
and faithfully makes bis clients’ Inter- 
ests his own 
The Yeung Lawyer's Doty. 

The bich principled lawyer protects 
the weak ns well as the strong. The 
young graduate from a legal school is 
likely to take any case which comes in 
his way. It is not so much then n ques- 
tion of money as of getting som thing 
to do. He will spend as much time 
over the case of a pet dog which has 
been poisoned In u back yard as he 
will twenty years Inter on a $100,000 
suit. But after awhile that young man 
works his way up the legal ladder. 
His brain becomes keener, his experi- 
ence greater. He stands in the front 
rank of his profession. What is the re- 
sult? He ceases, as n rule, to deal with 
cases involving small fees. He is a 
railroad attorney or a rich man's ad- 
vocate. 

My legal friend, now is your onportu- 
nity for heroic self sacrifice, Do you 
know of a case in which a poor man is 
menaced with injustice? Do you know 
of a man who is charged with a crime 
of which he is innocent? The glory 
you win in championing bis cause is 
better to you than a $1,000,000 fee. The 
great corporations and the wealthy 
men have reserved for their services 
the strongest legal brains of the coun- 
try. I ask, who are going to look after 
the legal interests of the poor and the 
helpless? You know just as well as I 
that the critical time in the young 
man's life is just after he bas com- 
mitted that sin which he did thought- 
lesaly and without realizing its bel- 
nousness. You know that if he is once 
convicted and sent to the penitentiary 
and herded in with a lot of old crim- 
mals he will become one of the black- 
est of the black. Will you leave him 
to the care of one of those legal in- 
competents who are found hanging 
about every court room, waiting like 
vultures to pounce upon the helpless 
and the slain? Or will you, In the 
front rank of the legal profession, give 
your time and services to save that 
young man? You know as well as I 
do that that little child who had ber 
legs cut off by the cruel wheels of the 
electric car through the carelessness of 
the motorman will get nothing unless 
a man of your brain plead ber cause. 
You, with your legal ability, could win 
for her a verdict of $20,000 cash. WII 
you let that little child be sent to a 
cripples’ home and pass all of ber life 
there in poverty because you, a suc 
tessful lawyer, are not willing to plead 
her cause? 

Vor Hemaasity’s Cause. 

Shali the strong lawyers only look 
after the strong clients and not after 
the weak? No, no. That is not what 
they ought to do. Surely the lawyers 
should be just as self sacrificing in car 
ing for the helpless unfortunates as 
thelr brother professionals, the sur 
geons and the doctors. The poorest in 
our cities can have If necessary the 
services of the very best surgeon or 
oculist or aurist or lung specialist. Al! 
a man has to do ls to go to the bospital 
clinics. and the best medical and sur 
gical skill is at his command free, Can 
it be that the lawyer is not ready to 
sacrifice as moch for bumanity’s cause 
as the physician or the surgeon? Besides 
that, my able legal friend, you know 
your success bas brought you plenty of 
money. You know the reason you do 
not retire from practice la simply be 
cause you cangot bear to be idle. Then 
why not give a part of your time to 
WHY Sot We T. pod Wh Serta Ye BS 
profession in which you see only too 
often the bruised and bleeding travel- 
era who have fallen among the thieves 
on the Jericho road and who have not 
one strong legal friend to come to thelr 
rescue? 

The noble lawyer's greatest_influence 
should be traced in the spirivial realm, 
It is necessary for Lim to plead the 
cause which will affect the Individual 
temporal destiny. Is it not much more 
important for him to plead that cause 
which will affect another's life not 
only for a time, but for eternity? By 
ery great lawyer is a leader in the com- 
munity in which be lives, If he wishes, 
be may become a leader in municipal 
politics and statecraft—a leader in all 
the reformatory movements. Shall he 
not be a leader before the throne of 
grace? 

Bome people are foolish enough to 


ine great judgment seat of 
Christ. A lawyer is always more care- 
of a case if he thinks that case is 
to be appealed to a higher court. 
misstatement in a brief or the 
ot the sworn testimony of a wit- 
may mean the reversal of the 
court's decision. How much 
then, should the fact be ever 
present to him that he will one day 
have to stand at the bar of God. The 
true Christian lawyer iF the man who 
is prayerfully careful of every word 
and deed and act of his life. All these 
acts are to be recorded in the Book of 
Life and read at the great “asaize of 
heaven.” Will you, my legal friend, 
live and work with this one thought 
before your mind? Live with the idea 
that some day the Christ who once 
stood as a defendant before Pilate is 
the Christ, who as a judge will have 
Pilate as a defendant before him. 
Remember the Great Assise. 

Bome young lawyers in the impul- 
siveness of their youth do not stop to 
consider this. One day a professor 
said to a wild college lad, “My boy, 
what do you intend to make out of 
life?” “Well,” answered the boy, “I 
intend to spend four years at college.” 
“What then?’ “Then I intend to enter 
the law school and work bard and 
make my mind a great respository of 
legal lore.” What then?” Oh, then 
I shall throw myself, body, soul and 
mind, into my work. I shall force my- 
self in the front ranks of the great 
lawyers of my time, I shall be known, 
I hope, as a man with eloquence and 
power. My fees will be large; my cir- 
cle of friends greater.” “What then?” 
“Why, then I shall turn my attention 
to politics. I shall stand upon the ros- 
trum. Perhaps I shall be able to plead 
in the United States senate or sit as 
chief justice upon the supreme court 
bench.“ “What then?” “Then in my 
old age I shall retire from work.

My reference is to the members of the 
United States’ Life Saving Service. I 
never look upon their uniform without 
a thrill of admiration.

Let 
everybody salute them with uncovered 
head! Hurrah! hurrah! hurrah! Then 
upward breathe the prayer into the 
ears of Him who holdeth the winds in 
His fist and walketh the heaving pave- 
ment of the sea, God bless these const- 
guards in every station from Maine to 
Florida! 

There is nothing more precious than 
human life. For the preservation of 
such life, when embarked on the ocean, 
the Government has reared light-houses 
along the line of the sea. At night 
these flash their broad rays of ilumin- 
ation over the darkened waves and 
guide the mariner to his port, whether 
outward or inward bound, the coast 
girdled with their fire. 

A visit once to one of these structures 
gave me the memory of a day never to 
be forgotten. The long climb up its 
epira! staircase, around and around. 
each atep aloft inviting dizziness to the 
brain, the outlook from its summit 
over the glistening waters the far 
horizon with its veil of misty ma- 
chinery forthe turning of its tower 
lamp, the hundreds of crystals for in- 
tensifying and reflecting the light, and 
the tales told by the brave man in 
charge, of wild hurricanes, that often 
shook the building to its very base, 
though it were in ths grip of a giant, 
ocean born, and the fierce rains that 
leaped furiously against the glass, as 
if to extinguish the glow within—all 
these made upon my mind a lasting 
impression. 

But mere rays of light, however bril- 
liantly they shine, are not of them- 
eelyes sufficient for the saving of life 
in times of storm. They but offer 
guidance. In spite of these lofty 
beacons, lifted high into the shadows, 
ehips are sometimes driven landward 
by the many-tailed lash of a tempest. 
Many a vessel hae been wrecked upon 
an inhospitable beach and its priceless 
cargo of human life spilled out into an 
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pathy) 
thompelves waved many a life from 
clutch of in the "walls, may 
they all have in their hearts that which 
will finally land them in eternal safety 
upon the diamond beach of the other 
world, reaching there in the life-boat 
of the Gospel, and amid the ringing 
plaudits of those gune on before, deco 
rated with the medal of heaven's 
Legion of Honor, that sparkling medal 
fastened upon each breast by 
scarred hand of Christ!

Chicago, May 10.—In this sermon 
the preacher takes an optimistic view 
of the spiritual outlook and sees in the 
growing predominance of the Anglo- 
ga xon race an augury that foreshad- 
ows the spread of the gospel through- 
out the world. The text is Exodus 
xiv, 15, “Speak unto the children of 
Israel that they go forward.” 

Napoleon Bonaparte, in some respects 
the greatest warrior of modern times, 
once declared, “There sometimes comes 
a crisis in a battle or a campaign when 
victory, as a bird, will hover over the 
standards of that general] who has 
brains and grit enough to give the 
command, ‘Forward, march!" This 
wad the way the Frénch commander 
defeated the two great wings of the 
Austrian army at Montenotte and 
Ceva. This was the way be won his 
battles at Arcola and Marengo and 
Wagram. This was the way he tried 
to win Waterloo, when be commanded 
Marshal Ney to lead the Old Guard 
against the solid squares of the British 
infantry. And this was the way Moses, 
the great law giver and soldier, led 
the children of Israel out of Egypt, 
over the sands and on through the Red 
sea, and freed them from the onrush- 
ing charge of the pursuing Egyptians, 

But the divine command given to the 
children of Israel “that they go for- 
ward” is applicable to the children of 
God at the present time. I belleve we 
are at a crisis in the world’s history. 
in 1890 my father preached a sermon 
entitled “Last Decade of the Cen- 
tury.” By it he tried to show how 
easily the world could be brought to 
Christ within ten years if every Chris- 
tian would annually bring only one 
soul to Christ and these new converts 
in turn would also individually bring 
one soul to Christ every following 
year. But today I want to show that

even in less time than that if the Chris- 
tian church will only realize its full 
opportunity and grasp it. I want to 
show this because I believe all the 
great preliminary battles have been 
fought and won which are necessary 
for this fina) triumph. As Concord and 
Lexington and Bunker Hill and Prince- 
ton and Saratoga bad to precede the 
Yorktown surrender, so I would trace 
the great onward movements of the 
human race to show how we are fast 
approaching the golden milestone 
where the world can be redeemed from 
sin. Then | would try to show how the 
Anglo-Saxon race, as a human agency, 
enn take the chief part in this glad- 
some and worldwide triumph if we 
will only move forward in God's name. 
The World's Redemption. 

The first great battle for the world's 
redemption was fought and won when 
every man's üreside became his “city 
of refuge” or hie impregnable castle, 
from which po feudal lord or arbitrary 
chieftain could dislodge bim. It was 
won when a husband and father 
could walk into bis bome and shut the 
door and defy the great wide world as 
he sald: “These goods are mine. This 
wife is mine. These children are mine, 
and no man dare touch them.” It was 
woo when an honest man, no matter 
how bumble be might be. bad a right 
in fee simple to the property which his 
energy bad earned, to the woman 
whom be bad led to the marriage altar 
and to the children who were born to 
them. . 

The right of a man to own his own 
bóme and to have an exclusive claim 
over his wife aud children is recog- 
nized in exery civilized land. We have 
all pead the story of “Tbe Miller and 
the Emperor.” Frederick the Great 
wanted to enlarge his palace grounds. 
A miller owned a littié patch of land 
hear the royal domain. The king ofer- 
ed to buy it. The miller uld not sell. 
The kimg offered three, four, five times 
the value of the property. The miller 
still refused. That land was to him 
above the value of money. It repre 
mented to him the bome of bis- child- 
heod and the bome of his aticestors. 
“Then,” said the king, “I will confls- 
cate your land and take it forcibly 
from you.” Then,“ said the miller to 
the king, “I will go to law and compel 
you to give me back my property.” 
The king was helpless. He knew that 
in Prussia the king might sit upon á 
throne, but there was a power greater 
than the king. That one was the law 
Protecting the man Intrenched behind 
the impregnable walls of hie own 
home. 

Bat this condition of individual rights 
of a man and of a family did not ab 
ways exist in the buman race. There 
was a time when the names husband 
and wife did not mean what they do 
today. “There was a time,” wrote Sif 
John Lubbock in his book entitled 
“The Origin of Civilization,” “when ta 
many tribes the children took the name 
of the mother instead of the father be 
en use the name of the father was nev» 
er known.” There was a time when, 
by the old feudal system, the corner- 
stone of society was not in the home of 
the laborer, but in the castied walls of 
the near by ruling lord. The feudal 
lord not only owned his people's cat- 
tle and sheep and horses, but if he 
wished he could do what he would 
with bis serfs wife and children, 
There was a time when every woman 
became by law the wife of every male 
member of ler tribe and every man 
the busband of every female member, 
Thus the communism of the brute pre- 
wailed. Thus the human being was an 
A Site" ar AN Mg BS" 
ham was not only the husband of Ba- 
tah, but also the father of Ishmael by 
his handmaiden Hagar. David and Bolo- 
ton were the husbands of many wives. 
But now the condition of woctety is all, 
changed. The marital status bas gone 
back to the Edenie state. Now by aw 
there is only ope husband for one wife 
und one wife for one husband. It has 
gone back to the ideal condition God 
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are more willing to recognise their re- 
sponsibility to Ged than those who 
conscientiously try to fulfill thelr re 
sponsibilities in family Ute. 
Istelerance Overthrown. 

The next great battle for the world’s 
redemption was fought and won when 
the frowning walls of religious in- 
tolerance were battered down and the 
torture duxgeons of the dark ages were 
forever opened to the purifying light. 
Ah, the battle for religious liberty was 
a long and a bitter struggle! It was 
not won in a day; a decade, a genera- 
tion or a century. It fought its way 
through the fying stones and the 
bloody swords and the spears and the 
martyrdoms of Christians of apostolic 
times, The fight for emancipation went 
on among the crackling fames of burn- 
ing Rome. It clutched by their throats 
the man eating monsters that leaped 
into the Roman Coliseum, It defied 
the lowering looks and the binsphe- 
mous oaths of the mobs that gathered 
in the Florentine square of benutiful 
Italy to see Savonarola die. It auffered 
all the agonies which Fox recorded in 
his “History of the Lives and Suffer- 
lugs and Triumphant Deaths of the 
Primitive as Well ns the Protestant 
Martyrs." It steeled the backbone of 
lion hearted Martin Luther as well as 
of John Luss. It fought its battle un- 
til at Inst the opened Bible was placed 
in the band of the common people and 
every man was free to worship God ne- 
cording to the dictates of his con- 
science, whether in the Christian 
church, the Jewish temple or the Mo- 
hammedan mosque. 

No man can be said to worship God 
in sincerity and truth unless he bows 
before the mercy seat under the im- 
pulse of a free will. When Torque- 
mada headed the Inquisition and 
Charles IX. was drunk with human 
blood and “Bloody Mary” signed the 
death warrant of over 300 martyrs and 
Charlemagne forcibly drove the people 
of his kingdom into the rivers, where, 
like struggling cattle, the priests bap- 
tized them by the wholesale, fear may 
have made the frightened men and 
women bow and profess Christ, but 
fear never yet made a true Christian. 
You cannot terrorize a man into the 
kingdom of God with the executioner’s 
ax or the slave master’s lash. 

The Bible is full of the gospel invita- 
tions “to come.” “Come, for all things 
are now ready. Come, come, come!” 
But upon no page of the Bible can you 
find anywhere the words written: 
“Come to Christ against your will!” 
“Come with hate in your heart!" 
“Come with defying sin on your lips!” 
“Come as a trembling murderer Is led 
to the scaffold or to Incarceration for 
life!’ Thus we find that the second 
great onward movement for the world's 
redemption was taken when bigotry's 
#warthy limbs were manacled, when 
the hissing tongue of persecution was 
stilled and when religious liberty could 
lift up her smiling face toward the 
heavens aml stretch forth her white 
hands to lead, as well as to protect, a 
free buman race. 


The World in Sympathy. 

The next great onward movement for 
the world's redemption is to be found 
in the commercial supremacy which 
has brought all the five continents and 
the islands of the sea into sympathetic 
touch. There was a tine when a man 
rarely traveled 100 miles from the place 
where he was born, His grave was 
dug only n short distance from where 
the tree was planted out of which his 
cradle was cut. The world was not 
only divided into nations, but the na- 
tions into distinct and antagonistic 
clans. The Scotehman born in the 
highlands could not understand the di- 
alegt of the lowlanders. But now ev- 
erywhere commercialiam is making of 
one blood all nations that dwell upon 
the face of the earth. The American 
sailor's “Yo, henve!“ ts heard by the 
wharfs of Tarshish. The East Indian 
merchantmen and the ships for China 
and Japan and the Philippines and 
Australia and New Zealand follow cach 
other through the Suez canal The 
railroads of Brazi) and the steamship 
lines of Chile and Buenos Ayres and 
Cape Town are owned by foreign cap- 
ital. The Russian warships are being 
built in the American shipyards. A 
great International war is becoming 
more and more an impossibility be 
cause the Turkish mortgages are held 
in Paria, Berlin and London and Wall 
street, and the foreign capitalists must 
riso or fall together. 

But from a spiritual standpoint why 
do we say that a great battle was won 
because commercialism has brought all 
the world into sympatbetic touch? Is 
the cable sunken under the seas, the 
telegraphic wires strung overhead, tlie 
railroad lines bringing New York and 
Ban Francisco into closer communica- 
tion than were opce New York and 
Georgia. and the great stenmbont lines 
turning all oceans Into ferries—are any 
of these to have anything to do with 
the ddvent of the millennial dawn? Is 
that wonderful invention of Johannes 
Qutenberg called printing. the out 
growth of which is the modern news 
paper press, to have no part in the 
world’s sedemption? Ob, yes. The 
Bible doea not say that the world shall 
grow gradually betier and better, but. 
it ddes my that when the “gospel of 
the kingdom shall be*preached in all 
the world for a witness unto all na- 


EM cd Thal A oS Prenebes quick 
er to all people than through the me- 
dium of the telegraph and telephone 
and railroad train and passenger 
steamboat lines and freight boats? 
When the revision of the New Testa- 
ment was completed some years ago 
was not the book telegraphed verbatim 
in one night from New York to Chib 
cago? And can we not, through the 
conquest of a mercefhary commercial 
ism, scatter practically in the twin. 
kiling of an eye the gospel of Jesus 
Christ to the farthermost parts of the 
earth, so that whole nations shall be 
born is a day? 
Promise of Universal Peace. 

Another? great preliminary battle for 
the world’s rédemption was fought and 
won when the parliament of religions 
assembled at the world’s fair in Chi 
cago. Then all the intelligent members 
of the Anglo-Saxon race realized as 
never before that the gospel of Jesus 
Christ was not only the beat of all re- 
ligions, but also that It is the only gow 
pel Which promises perfect peace this 
aide of the grave as wel) ae eakyation 


are soon gol to wend over our mis 
sionaries to and we shall con- 
vert America to the teachings of Kali, 
Buddha and Mohammed.“ But when 
the oriental missionaries began to talk 
we remembered the burning ghats of 
the Ganges, We could hear the death 
cries of the child widows who were 
being sacrificed upon the funeral pyres. 
We could see the superstitions and de- 
baucheries of the harems and the deg- 
radations of their people in the east. 
Edwin Arnold's “Light of Asia” might 
burn brightly when fed by the oll of 
the poetic imagination of the gifted 
English writer, who married a dark 
skinned daughter of the enst, but Ar 
nold's “Light of Asia” was found to be 
as dark as India, with Its teeming mil- 
lions in utter darkness—darkness black 
as that of Africa or as dark as the @ 
nighted human beings who, as cannl- 
bals, are banqueting off human fesh. 
As all peopics must believe in a God 
of some sort, so today, as never before, 
the intelligent, civilized nations know 
that the gospel of Jesus Christ is the 
only gospel which will bring trte peace 
and progress to the world. When a na- 
tive chief asked Queen Victoria the 
source of England's strength she hand- 
ed him a Bible. So, today, most of the 
civilized races are rendy to confess 
that the strength of the mightiest 
earthly governments is centored in the 
word of God. Where the Bible is not, 
there are superstition and ignorance 
and brutslizing crime. 

Thus many preliminary battles have 
alrendy been fought and won. Now 
comes the practical question, What 
race of people is going to start forth 
to lead in thé last great battle, which 
is to be fought for the redempt'on of 
the world for Christ? Has Jesus a 
right to look with bope toward any 
people more confidently than to the 
Anglo-Saxon race? From what face 
came the crusaders, Godfrey and Fred- 
erick Barbarossa and Baldwin of 
Flanders and Richard the Lion [leart- 
ed and Frederick II.? From what race 
came the piligrim fathers, who crossed 
the seas imbued with many noble am- 
bitions, the chief of which was to car- 
ry the gospel of Jesus Christ to the 
farthermost ends of the earth? Among 
the hearts of what people was the great 
foreign missionary cause first born? 
Who today are striving most of all to 
civilize and Christianize the world at 
large? Is it not the members of the 
Anglo-Saxon race? Are there any people 
who can be more justly called a Chris- 
tian people than the Anglo-Saxons? 

The Dominant Angle-Sax a. 

The Anglo-Saxon race is best quall- 
fied to lead in this great forward move- 
ment for Christ also because in this 
century it holds a position of doml- 
uant power and Influence among the 
nations analogous te that held by an- 
cient Rome at the birth of Christiani- 
ty. They geographically bold the stra- 
tegic points of all the world. Open the 
map of the world where you will and 
drop your finger at random. Gibraltar, 
the key of the Mediterranean, beld by 
England. Suez canal and the sover- 
eignty of Egypt by England. Eastern 
as well as northern Africa dominated 
by England. The islands of the Pacific 
held by Germany, England and the 
United States. North and South Amer- 
ica dominated by the United States 
government by its Monroe doctrine.

The question which is at present en- 
gaging the attention of officers of the 
Postoffice Department and which 
dwarfs in interest even the investiga- 
tions of alleged scandals in the Depart- 
ment, is the threatened extinction of 
country ‘‘general” stores and local 
industries generally by the -rapidly 
growing rural free delivery service, 

The first step taken by the Depart- 
ment to remedy the 
evil was the issuance of the order die 
continuing the practice of sending to a 
large number of manu con- 
cerns and mail order firms throughout 
the country daily bulletins containing 
information regarding the establish- 
ment of rural routes, their location and 
the names of the carriers. 

The second step will be taken by 
Postmaster General Payne within a 
few days, when he will issue an order 
calling the attention of the employers 
of the rural free delivery service to 
that section of the regulations which 
prohibita a carrier from acting as agent 
or say firm. 

The third step will betaken by the 
Postmaster General some time in the 
near future by rescinding the order is- 
sued some months ago instructing 
each postmaster to post in a conspi- 
cuous place in his office the names and 
addresses of patrons along the rural 


routes branching out from his head- 
quarters. 


Thursday, after a hearing which lasted 
all day, unanimously refused to grant 
any license for the tale of intoxicating 
liquors in Sallabury Election District. 
By this action, the city of Salisbury 
is without a saloon, and must remain 
so indefinitely. ` The applications re-

acceded to the wishes of the people, 
and at once repaired to the room above. 
As soon as the applications were 
formally taken up by the Board, and 
after the oath bad been administered 
to the applicants, the lawyera for the 
Anti-Saloon League, Messrs. James E. 
Ellegood and Elmer H. Walton immed- 
iately presented the petition from the 
citizens and voters of Salisbury Election 
District, containing the names of more 
than 890 such citizens aad voters, pro- 
testing against the granting of any 
license to the applicants, and also spe- 
cife remonstrances directed against 
each indi yi applicant, signed bya 
number of miinent and influential 
men in the District, all of which were 
duly fled-with the Board. A number 
of witnesses were then called, includ- 
ing Messrs. W. H. Rounds, L. W. Gun- 
by, John T. Ellis, and W. J. Downing, 
who testified to the decided improve- 
ment in the conditions of the town, 
from both a moral and business stand- 
pomt, since the first of May, when the 
saloons were compelled to close by rea» 
on of the expiration of the licenses 
under which they have been operating.

LIQUOR QUESTION. 

The question of license or no license, 
liko a spectre, bas again entered our 
midst and as quickly vanished. When 
this modern “Banquo’s ghost’ will 
again appear is a mystery. What form 
it will asume is unknown. 

This subject bas been agitating the 
minde of citizens of Salisbury Election 
District, and, more correctly speaking, 
the thought of the citizens of the three 
adjoining Klection Districts for the past 
year, and it reached a climax when it 
was presented to the Commissioners of 
Wicomico County Thursday for their 
eonsideration. 

We do mot mean tospeak disparaging- 
ly of the judgment of that honorable 

y when we my they were placed in 
à very embarrassing position on account 
of the legal complications in the ques- 
tion before them. 

Their duties are toact as a body of 
business men and not as Judges of the 
law- 

Speeches, radiant with eloquence and 
logic, were delivered; law in all its in- 
tricacy was read, conflicting as it might 
appear even to a judicial mind trained 
in ite interpretation; persuasion in all 


thie honorable body. As to whetber 
their decision was in socordance with 
the law, we cannot say, as legal minds 
seem to differ on this point, and we 
would not for a moment conjecture 
upon what grounds these applications 
were disapproved. As we understand 
the law, the County Commissioners 
haye great power and discretion in the 
matter, not being bound by the evi- 
dence produced before them, but can 
ascertain from private sources informa- 
tion upon which they may render judg- 
ment and perform their duties, but 
without casting any reflection upon 
their decision or their cause for the 
same, we do know that they executed 
the “thwarted wur“ of the people. 

While this “Act of the Amembly” 
imposed upon the Commissioners a 
duty of à legal as woll as of a business 
character, and their work being more 
pertioularly of the latter, it is bat 
right and just to them to say that, if 
they entertained any doubts as to 
their authority or power in the matter 
before them, they were public servants 
and should execute the will of thelr 
constituents. 

The applicants have a proper redress 
and are consequently not injured or 
bound by their decision. If this is not 
true and the Commissioners did not 
exceed their powers under the Act of 
the Assembly then the applicants 
should not feel aggrieved and the Com- 
missioners should appreciate the facts 
that they were simply the servants of 
the pedple and executed their will. 

OUR TRADE RELATIONS. 

The alarme which have been sound- 
od during the past two years regarding 
the trade relations between the United 
States and certain other countries of 
the world find no justification in the 
figures of our commerce up to this time, 
The three countries which have been 
mentioned from time to time as likely 
to mee their importations from the 
United States are Russia.

Our own 
figures of our commerce with Austria 
Hungry show imports from that coun- 
try much larger than exports to it, and 
this has been the case in our entire reo- 
ord of commerce with that country. 

In our commerce with Germany the 
record of the nine months ending with 
March shows larger imports and ex- 
ports than in the same period of any 
preceeding year. The imports from 
Germany for the nine months are 
$91,246,816, against $54,858,440 in the 
same period of 1894; and it is apparent 
that for the fiscal year 1908 they will be 
the largest in the history of our trade 
with that country.

people, I herewith give n a kept by 
my father, ‘On the night ot August 
Oth., 1860 (Thursday) a store occupied 
by F. Norman as a clothing store, sit- 
uated on Main Street about the center 


corner of Boundary Street, and thence 
to Mr. Vahoo’s inclusive; and on the 
north side from John White’sto the 
corner of Boundary Street; and thence 
to Charles Whitelock’s dwelling.” “On 
the East of Boundary Street the build- 
inge included between Col. Leonard's 
dwelling and J. Bird v Hotel were con- 
sumed.” “Also on the street immed- 
lately north of Main several buildings, 
including the Protestant Episcopal 
Cburch.“ I saw the fire from Quahti 
co, and shall never forget it, It was 
due East from where 1 stood on that 
night in company with other boys of 
my age (19 years alt.) Among them 
were L. B. Kerr, Benj, E Moore, 
George M. Moore, Lee Acworth. Saxon 
Venables, Joe Watson (now of Va.) 
Dick Hopkine, Frank Rider and others. 
Continuing the subject— The three 
principal dry goods merchants were 
burned ont, namely; William Birck- 
head, whose loss was about $5,000 part- 
ially insured: Rider & Toadvine lost 
most of their goods, amounting to be 
tween eight and nine thousand dollars 
insured about one-half, S. C. Seabrese, 
loss very considerable, insured for 
$5,000, C. Whitelock lost almost the 
contents of his store, saving little or 
nothing. The furnitute generally was 
removed from the burnt buildings, but 
much of it was injured in the removal, 
and there is réason to suppose that 
much of that which was removed from 
the burnt buildings and itores was sub- 
sequently stolen. Purnel Toadvin and 
Dr. Wm. Rider were two of the largest 
property holders who sustained loes. 
Both were insured to a considerable 
amount, yet nothing near sufficient to 
cover their loss, Mr, Toadvine loss 
not less than $18,000.
